CLIMATE  CHANGE 


11.  "ENVIRONMENTAL  CONSIDERATION,"  editorial  in  October 
21  right-of-center  Hindi  daily,  DAINIK  JAGRAN:  "Indian 
Environment  Minister  Jairam  Ramesh's  approach  on  the 
Kyoto  Protocol  just  before  the  Copenhagen  Climate 
Change  summit  was  not  right.  While  there  is  no  harm  in 
India  reconsidering  its  stand  on  climate  change,  he 
should  have  presented  his  suggestion  for  open 
discussion.  The  difference  between  developed  and 
developing  countries  on  emissions  should  be  maintained, 
but  environmental  threats  should  not  be  overlooked. 
Developing  countries  should  emphasize  on  getting  green 
technologies  from  developed  nations,  without  affecting 
their  economies  and  the  environment."
